NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 28—(/)—A Japanese guard who 
wrote to his former prisoner, ex-Sgt. George J. Peil, of New 
Orleans, asking intercession to keep from being convicted in 
a war criminal trial will not get the kind of letter he sought. 


Wednesday, Peil wrote a reply to the guard’s letter, address- 
ing it to “the Honorable Toshio (The Goon) Machita, Sumaco 
Prison Camp, Japan. 

The letter said: 

“Dear Mr. Machita: 

You and I quite understand each other. I wish to thank 
you mainly for the night you had me stand from dusk to dawn 
at attention, trying to make me squeal on my fellow comrades. 
That is the main reason I hate you. 

“You will recall how you beat me and that every two hours . 
you would come up and slap my face. I want to thank you, 
too, for all of the letters you told us prisoners you would mail 
for us and you failed to, so that our families thought we were 
dead although we were supposed to send a card every three 
months. You will recall the men you beat until their faces 
were as big as buckets because they wouldn’t squeal. 

* “You wrote me, Mr. Machita, that it would take aid from 
Heaven to save you now. You are quite correct, for you will 
certainly get no aid from me.’

MUM ON ‘WHAT HAPPENED’ 


Biggers, Back in Conyers, 
Is Busy Trading Livestock 


By JIM FURNISS 
Sitting quietly in the shade of his livery stable, Roswell Pierce 


Biggers, brown-haired 65-year-old farmer who 


had been arrested 


the day before on a charge of peonage and released on $4,000 bond, 
was beck in Conyers yesterday, trading horses and mules as usual. 


“Just traded off a mule to a 
Negro here and told him to bring 
it back if he wasn’t satisfied,” 
Biggers said laconically, waving 
two reporters to a seat. 

“No, I don’t want to say any- 
thing about what happened yester- 
day, but I appreciate your giving 
me a chance to give my side,” he 
said. 

He sat silently while one of 
three acquaintances, sitting in a 
chair tilted against the side of the 
stable, picked up a corn stalk and 
began to whittle. 

90 NEGROES ON FARM 

“Now that mare you've got 
there, I’ll take her and $25 for my 
good horse mule,” the acquaint- 
ance said. The two men traded re- 
marks on the general unfitness of 
each other’s animals, 

In one of the pauses, a reporter 
interrupted with a question about 
the number of Negroes on Biggers’ 
farm. 

“Well, counting big ones and 
little ones and women and chil- 
dren, I guess we've got around 
90,” he said. Then, after a pause 
broken only by the buzzing of 
flies and the stomping of a mule, 
the lines around the farmer's 
mouth and blue eyes contracted 
a bit. 

“Them five Negros (the Ne- 
groes who complained of Biggers’ 
holding them in peonage) were 
no good,” he said with a touch of 
bitterness. “They were always in 
trouble — breaking into stores, 
stealing and raising cain.” 

Then silence descended again, 
to be broken by the haggling over 
the mare and the horse mule. 


HIVE OF ACTIVITY 

Around the corner, the new 
brick Rockdale County Courthouse 
was a hive of activity as farmers, 
lawyers, county officers and vis- 
itors occupied themselves with 
the session of the Stone Moun- 
tain Circuit Superior Court. 

In his small office, Sheriff W. 
C, McCart, surrounded by deputies 
and acquaintances, refused com- 
ment on the peonage case. He 
admitted having the dozen or so 
warrants sworn out by Biggers 
against his five Negro farm hands 
but would not allow them to be 
seen by a reporter. 

J. R. Pringle, Justice of the 
Peace and a resident of Conyers 
for several decades, said he had 
only followed the law in making 


ested in their schools, their 
churches and their communities. 

“Of course there are some bad 
folks, just as you’d find anywhere 
else, but we’ve got good Negroes 
and good white folks who'll stick 
by them when they need us.”’ 

About four miles from Conyers, 
in the farmer’s two-story frame 
house, Biggers’ blond young wife 
and two small children appeared 
unconcerned over the previous 
day’s activity. A hound puppy 
wandered through the yard, wag- 
ging his tail. 

Mrs. Biggers explained that her 
two blond children, Carolyn, going 
on six, and Pierce, Jr., going on 
seven, were just recovering from 
whooping cough. 

The Biggers’ property, she said, 
included an 800-acre tract with 
15 houses on it and a 1,004-acre 
tract with seven houses, She spoke 
of how difficult it had been to get 
food recently, and how Pierce, 
Jr., would be going to school next 
week.

It dated from 
1448 when it broke away from the Byzantine church. Before the 
first World War there were 15 major orthodox bodies in existence. 
Afterward there were 21. 

There was much reason for the Russian revolutionists fo con- 
demn the methods of the church and to say, out of their experience, 
that religion in Russia had been used as an opiate for the people. 

Under the Czars the orthodox church was in complete power 
and it permitted less religious freedom to other groups than do the 
present Soviet rulers. 


Baptists The Baptists were the only important sect to arise in 

old Russia. (The less said about the “Khylists,” the 
Dukhobors, Molokans- and others the better.) The Russian Baptists 
arose in the 19th century among the German peasants of southern 
Ressia and Bessarabia. Since the 70s it has been the largest sect 
in Russia. It was granted almost no religious freedom. 


Vatican Greatest organized religious opposition to the Soviet 

Union is the Roman Catholic Church. It is an 
open, bitter opposition, based on opposition to Communism and 
treatment of Roman Catholic minorities and properties in Russia 
and in conquered countries. 

In the campaign for oil and imperialism, the Russian government 
is encouraging all the Eastern orthodox churches, notably the Rus- 
sian and the Greek Orthodox churches, monasteries and convents. 

During the years of the Soviet revolution, the Russian Orthodox 
Church was all but starved out ‘of existence. The Greek church be- 
came the most powerful, especially in the Balkans. 

In the Balkans it is the foil which the Soviet uses against the 
Catholic efforts to re-establish their churches. In Yugoslavia, for 
instance, where: fire-eating Tito is “plowing hell with the Com- 
munist bobcat,” the situation is ablaze internally. Tito is a Croat 
and the Serbs, who are the numerical majority, don’t like Tito. 
The Croat peasants don’t trust him because he is a Communist and 
they are Catholics. The Serbs are members of the Serbian Ortho- 
dox Church, one of the Eastern group. 

So, it is quite true, as Dr. Newton says, that the Baptists are be- 
ing given greater freedom in Russia than ever before. So are the 
other Orthodox and sectarian churches. And the Moslems are gefting 
the most encouragement of all. It is sensible to assume Dr. Newton 
was given full freedom to see what he wished. And to preach what 
he wished. The Baptists have a head-start on all non-orthodox sects 
in Russia. Dr. Newton has done them a real service. He also 
found the Russians human beings. Like us, they don’t want war. 
But their leaders are on the make imperialistically and the war of 
nerves will go on. Note our firm stand on the Dardanelles. 

If Turkey were to fall into the Russian orbit, the whole of the 
Middle East would be indefensible and would drop into the Soviet 
sphere. Turkey is Moslem. It is a struggle which will determine 
the future for generations to come. 

Religion is just one of the great forces being used by the Russians 
as a political club in the desperate tug-o’-war. 

The Moslem club is the heaviest of all.

At this boarding house a young 
Government clerk lived who was 
also a scientist, interested in winds, 
tides, and weather conditions gen- 
erally. He talked frequently with 
Mr. Stephens on this subject, and 
‘finally the Georgia statesman 
became interestec in the subject 
'to such an extent that he intro- 
duced in the House of Represen- 
tatives a bill carrying an appro- 
priation of $2,000 to establish a 
weather bureau in this country. 
There was some opposition to the 
bill, certain members stating that 
$2,000 was too large an appropria- 
tion for the purpose intended, Mr. 
Stephens persisted, however, in 
support of the bill, and it passed 
the House. By the terms of the 
bill railroads agreed to send out 
weather reports by § telegraph. 
This was the genesis of our pres- 
ent great Weather Bureau, and 
Mr. Stenhens, of Georgia, was 
“the father of it” and not the 
Smithsonian Institution, as has 
been stated.

Holland Reclaiming 
Ravished Farm Acres 


There is a y fine Atlanta woman who is 

a native of Holland. | have talked with her via 

telephone, but have never seen her, as | recall. 

she is no longer young in years, but she is surely young in 
spirit. | think she came to this country quite a long time ago. 

She sent me, by mail, a booklet this week. It is presented by 
several departments of the Dutch government, and was printed in 
Amsterdam. It is a good job of printing, in color. The text is in 
English. 

It tells the story of agriculture in Holland, as it was before the 
Nazis came, how they left it when the country was liberated, and 
how the Dutch farmers are daily performing miracles in the restora- 
tion of. their land. It is a booklet which is packed with a very 
human sort of inspiration. It would, I think, be good if it could 
be placed before anyone who is feeling low in spirit because of 
the disappointments of the world since peace returned. 

Not, mind you, that Holland is as yet restored to what she was. 
To restore a country which had been one of the world’s leading 
examples of agricultural progress and success, in one year, is 
obviously impossible. Too, there are materials essential to- the 
rebuilding which Holland ‘still lacks. Materials which must be 
imported, such as fertilizers, farm machinery, feedstuffs for live- 
stock. The Dutch farmers look to the outside world for help in 
filling these lacks. 


very 


n ™ — But the booklet offers ample evidence of the 
Fighting Spirit fighting spirit of the Dutch, demonstrated 
today in their almost miraculous struggle to reclaim the lands the 
Nazis ravished. 

Ten percent of Holland’s farm acres were either flooded when 
the Nazés broke the dykes, or ravaged by acts of war. By theft 
of livestock, of feedstuffs, of fertilizers, of machinery and of men, 
the Nazis reduced the production capacity of the land that re- 
mained from 50 to 90 percent, according to type of product. Thus 
poultry and egg production was down 90 percent when the Nazis 
ended their looting and left. Milk production was off 50 percent, 
and the same ratio held true for wheat and vegetables 

Vast areas of the best farm land were left under water, the soil 
ruined, for years at least, by salt. Rich orchards were destroyed, 
homes gone and livestock slaughtered, 

But, says the booklet there were some things the Nazis couldn't 
The land, first of all. Even the land inundated by 
destruction of the dykes can. be reclaimed again from the sea, 
as it was in the first place. There is the Dutch climate, its geo- 
graphical position, its agricultural skill. Most of all, the national 
spirit and unshakable faith in the future, 

Already, before the sheds and other physical plants are rebuilt, 
the Dutch fisheries are operating. exporting the catch to the mar- 
kets of England and Western Europe. They are, as fast as possible, 
rebuilding destroyed factories, re-creating the essentials of life. 

The first essential, though, was the restoration of the dykes, 
the seawalls which kept the ocean out of the lower-level lands. 
Then they had to pump out the water behind those dykes. 

This job, the first to be done, is well on the way to completion. 
Gratitude The booklet tells, in simple yet moving words, the 

gratitude the Dutch people feel for the Allies who 
liberated their tortured land. It tells of the happiness they felt 
when Allied planes began dropping food for the hungry people. 
The most moving episode, for them, of the whole war! 

Because of these past blessings, they say, they hate to ask for 
more. Yet their needs compel the request. 

They do not ask charity. They will pay for all they need, if 
given time to do so. They list some of the products they have 
today ready for export. They promise to fill orders promptly and 
thus establish the credit in the world’s commerce which will en- 
able them to pay for the materials and equipment they must im- 
port from others. 

Already they have, for export, such items as seed potatoes, flow- 
ers and flower seeds, agricultural and hoticultural seeds, flower 
bulbs, vegetables, fruit, pedigreed cattle, cocoa, cocoa butter, fish 
and seafood, etc., etc. 

Soon they expect to be able to export cheese, chocolates, biscuits, 
jams and jellies. 

You can't study this booklet without high admiration for the 
Dutch farmers. 

There, at least, you say to vourself, is one people fast regaining 
their prewar standards of life by their own quiet labor and by their 
own genius. 

Holland could serve as example to many other portions of the 
world ot today.

On the Coal Controversy 


The Congress has never passed a bill looking to the nationaliza- 
tion of the coal industry and the people have never even considered 
such a policy. But it makes no difference to John L. Lewis, thanks to 
whose influence we have in effect nationalized the coal industry. The 
Government has never paid anything for the mines that we are oper- 


ating. Mr. Lewis had not yet tol 
to bother him that, as the result of 
the settlement of the last coal 
strike, the price of bituminous has 
gone up from 58 cents to $1.40 a 
ton, while anthracite, which is 
burned almost exclusively.in the 
homes, will cost the consumer 
nearly $1.25 a ion more. The 
mines have been in the possession 
of the Government since May 21. 
This was not the first occasion that 
the mines have been taken over, | 
but on prior occasions the Govern- | 
ment turned the mines back to 
their owners as soon as possible. 

When the last contract was nego- | 
tiated between the Department of 
the Interior and Mr. Lewis, it sig- 
nificantly lacked a clause impos- 
ing a duty upon the United Mine 
Workers to make a contract with 
the operators, without loss of time, 
so that the Government might 
turn back the mines. This was | 
probably no oversight on the part | 
of Mr. Lewis or of Dr. Steelman, 
his sympathetic friend in the Ad- 
ministration. So the mines con- 
tinue within the custody and con- | 
trol of the United States.

Mississippi 
Pays Highest 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28—(4)— 
A Treasury report disclosed Thurs- 
day that 2,980 persons in the dry 
states of Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Mississippi paid $85,977.50 in fed- 
eral taxes as liquor dealers in the 
fiscal year ended June 30. 


The “licenses” for which these 
taxes were paid are those _re- 
quired of wholesale and _ retail 
dealers in distilled spirits, as dis- 
tinct from dealers in medicinal 
liquors or wines and beer. 
| Officials said the Federal Gov- 
ernment issues them without ques- 
|tion to any who apply. Whether 
they indicate evidence of bootleg- 
‘ging, they explained, depends 
‘upon the interpretation of the 
istate laws. 


Collection of Federal liquor deal- 
er taxes in dry States has occurred 
annually since prohibition was re- 
pealed. The names of those who 
pay the tax are on file in each 
district Internal Revenue Office. 


| More than half the collectiéns 
were from Mississippi where 1,- 
528 paid $27.50 each as retailers 
of liquor. Similar levies were col- 
lected from 799 in: Oklahoma and 
570 in Kansas although they, along 
with Mississippi, have state-wide 
prohibition. 

The -$110 tax on wholesale 
liquor dealers was paid by 38 in 
| Mississippi, 28 in Oklahoma and 
17 in Kansas. 

The Treasury report is a listing 
by collection’ districts of the 
“number of special-taxpayers pur- 
chasing special-tax stamps” in the 
fiscal year. 

There were 1,401,535 special-tax 
stamps sold, including 76,419 at 
$100 each on “coin-operated gam- 
ing devices.” That is Treasury lan- 
guage for slot machines which 
are illegal in most States. Treas- 
ury agents found and collected 
on some in every State. 

California topped this list with 
9,267, followed by Illinois with 
7,607, Louisiana 7,465, Washing- 
ton 6,231 and Minnesota 5,609.

W.H.and RenaChambers 
Go In for Cattle Raising 


The former Rena Candler and. her husband, W. H. Chambers, 
have become such avid cattle enthusiasts that they and their chil- 
dren, Bunny, who is 10, and Rena, aged seven, have moved to 
Orlando, Fla., where they bought a charming home, situated right 
on the banks of Lake Conway, and where W. H. has gotten down 
to his cattle raising in serious fashion. 

About 25 years ago Rena’s father, the late William H. Candler, 
bought a tract of land about 10 miles from Kissimmee, Fla., which 
is known as Johnson Island, because it is completely surrounded by 
lakes. It consists of 40,000 acres and at the time of its purchase 
was heavily wooded. A great deal of the timber, however, was 
cleared, and the tract became a “happy hunting ground.” 

Now Johnson Island is undergoing tremendous changes. A large 
part of it is being built up with cover crops to provide good grazing 
land for the herd of Brahma and Hereford cattle which will soon 
roam the land and which will be interbred into a strain known as. 
Brafords. W. H. is also concentrating his efforts on reforestation. 
Certain sections of the island are set aside as game preserves where 
various type of wildlife, which are almost extinct, thrive in num- 
bers—aigrets, ivory-billed woodpeckers, American bald eagles— 
and, in addition, there are also quantities of fox, squirrels, deer, 
alligators, duck and panthers. W. H. is trying desperately to rid 
the woods of the panthers, which are, of course, a menace to live- 
stock. Only recently a 35-pound bobcat was killed on Johnson 
Island. There are wild turkeys, quail and dove, and the lakes are 
full of trout and bass. 

But to get back to the Chambers’ house. It is stained a dark red 
with white tum, and gives the atmosphere of a ship. It is attrac- 
tively furnished throughout with maple furniture, colorful hangings 
at the windows, and blending shades are used in the upholstery on 
the furniture and in the rugs. W. H. commutes back and forth 
from his home in Orlando, which is the nearest large city to the 
ranch, and only about 20 miles from Kissimmee. 

Not only have the Chambers taken to cattle raising, but their 
sister and brother, Laura and William Candler, have also become 
enamoured with the idea. These popular Atlantans, together with 
their parents, Mr. and Mrs. Howell Hanson, have recently com- 
pleted an equally charming rustic house located on Lake Hatchneha, 
in the outskirts of Kissimmee—that Florida city with an atmos- 
phere of the West, where cowboys in colorful attire may be seen 
on the streets almost any day. It is constructed of logs, stained 
green, with white trim. The inside is paneled in pine and furnished 
with antique rustic ranch furniture which Mrs. Hanson purchased 
in Connecticut. Over the mammoth rock fireplace hang Audubon 
prints, and extending the length of one wall is a world-record sail- 
fish, weighing 110 pounds, which William hooked when he was 
only six years old and which it took his father an hour and a half 
to land. The family enjoys all of the modern conveniences, and 
they use a canoe for fishing. 

The Candlers and their children, William, III, who is five, and 
Sparks, their two-month-old son, and the Hansons visit their Kis- 
simmee ranch house at every convenient interval, for not only are 
they all interested in the enterprises themselves, but life on the 
Hatchneha is described as “heaven on earth.”

And, 
of course, there are carrot strips, 
cabbage wedges, green pepper 
rings, onion rings, cucumber slices, 
and tomato, celery, radishes, let- 
tuce, waterdress, and parsley to 
mention a few of the old stand- 
bys. 

Nowadays when many 
tables are served raw without 
dressing, they are often arranged 
attractively, several kinds togeth- 
er, on a relish plate, Or, some- 
times a raw vegetable takes the 
place of one cooked vegetable. 

Eating one raw vegetable a day 
can mean an extra helping of vi- 
tamins, say the home economists, 
because there is likely to be less 
loss of vitamins than avhen the 
food is cooked. For vitamin-sav- 
ing, it is best to prepare raw vege- 
tables at the last minute before 
mealtime If a raw vegetable is 
packed in a lunchbox, the best 
protection is to wrap it well in 
waxed paper, or put it in a cov- 
ered glass jar.

WADE BLASTS GAMBLING SYNDICATES, 
FEARS SCANDAL IN COLLEGE FOOTBALL 


DURHAM, N. C., Aug. 28—(7)—Wallace Wade, beginning 
his twelfth season as Duke’s head coach, today blasted syn- 
dicated gambling on college football games. 

“T am amazed and shocked at the growth of this trend 


throughout the country,” said 


Wade, who spent two years in 


Europe as an artillery major in World War Il. “It is harmful 
to the college sport. Everywhere big gambling syndicates have 
bloomed and are sending out odds and information on big 


games. 
“IT think it’s all right for a 


man to place a friendly bet or 


for an alumnus to back his college team,” he said. 

“But suppose I want to bet on the Notre Dame-Purdue foot- 
ball game. I don’t know anything about the respective strength 
of the teams. Anybody wanting to bet on that game would be 
forced to contact a bookie who would offer syndicated odds and 


information,” he explained. 


“Those of us who are connected with college football and 
athletics should do everything possible to try to eliminate such 


practices. 


We do not want college football to have a case 


similar to the New York college basketball gambling ring. 
“Such practices of large-scale syndicate betting on games 
could bring about such a situation in college football. A big 
bettor with $50,000 might be able to persuade a star of the 
lower-type morals to play so that the gambler would realize a 


gain,” he said.
